Among the many stories of the fight told 
in the Sunday newspapers is one published 
in The People stating that “in responsible 
circles in the City it was rumoured yester- 
day that eight German warships had taken 
refuge from the British Fleet in Danish 
territorial waters, and that they were 
served with notice which expired at noon 
yesterday either to depart or to suffer in- 
ternment.”’ 

In one or two quarters today there was 
a disposition to carp at a statement being 
made by Mr. Churchill in connection with 
the battle, though none complained of the 
statement itself. It is a most reassuring 
statement, and it was a wise step to pub- 
lish it.

THE GERMANS SLINK 
AWAY. 


(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 

Our Edinburgh correspondent telegraphs :— 
In the early hours, a British battle cruiser 
squadron, under the command of. Sir David 
Beatty, left its base, and proceeded, in the 
true Nelson spirit, to engage an _ upstart 
enemy. Admira] Beatty had many times be- 
fore cruised in the vicinity of the present 
great battlefield, but the crafty Germans could, 
never be lured away from their mined waters, 
with the result that the British Admiral, to 
use his own words, had to be content with 
“barging about the North Sea, dodging 
mines.” But last Wednesday the sailors felt 
that “the day for which they had long 
waited had at last come.” It was a beautiful 
fine morning, with a calm sea, and as the 
ships sped along the men were in high fettle 
at the prospect of a fight. 

A POWERFUL ARMADA, 

About four o'clock in the afternoon, when 
the British squadron was about one hundred 
miles west of the coast of Denmark, our ad- 
vanced guards sighted the enemy, and it was 
soon apparent that he was out in great force, 
there being in all about one hundred ships, 
including at least twenty battleships and 
battle cruisers. In front of them were nume- 
rous squadrons of light crutsers and de- 
stroyers, and the whole armada was steaming 
rapidly in a north-westerly direction. At this 
time the fact has to be emphasised that the 
conditions were entirely in favour of the Ger- 
mans, who by this time had, doubtless, be- 
come aware that only a fraction of the British 
Battle Fleet was opposed to them. Apart 
from the fact that the Germans were ES 
three times as strong as Admiral ty's 
squadron, they had the advantage of the 
light, in so far as they adopted a favourite 
trick of hugging the coast, and at the same 
time assuring a. safe retreat. . Then the at- 
mospheric conditions took a° change, which 
still further helped the Germans. A thin 
drizzle reduced visibility, and the British 
guniayers wene thus greatly handicapped, 
while, with the western sun behind them, 
the British ships were easily picked out on 
the horizon, whereas the Germans were able 
to conceal their strength, covered, as they

Southern Unionists and Settlement. 


We appreciate the cogency and solemnity 
of Mr. Asquith’s appeal for an Irish settle 
ment as deeply as any Irishman can appre- 
ciate them. We recognise the urgent neces- 
sity of removing all obstacles from the path 
of victory in the present war. We should 
like nothing better than to be able to 
eliminate ourselves for the moment, so far 
as Mr. Lloyd George's -efforts are con- 
cerned—to abstain even from good words— 
if we could bring ourselves to feel that 
our duty lay in silence rather than in 
speech. But we can be silent no longer. 
The present position, as we understand it, 
is as follows: Mr. Lloyd George has 
formulated a scheme for the setting up, 
almost immediately, of an Irish Parlia- 
ment in Dublin. The whole, or greater 
part, of Ulster is to be excluded from 


authority and protection of the Imperial 
Parliament. The Government proposes to 
be generous in the matter of finance, and 
few, or no, difficulties are expected in this 
direction. The scheme is to be submitted 
this week to a meeting of the Ulster 
Unionist Council, which is more likely 
to accept than to reject it. It is believed 
that the Nationalist Party has accepted it 
conditionally on the approval of a popular 
convention in Dublin. It seems to us that 
the necessity of this approval is the 
weakest link in Mr. Lloyd George’s chain. 
Irish Nationalists want Home Rule, but 
they have always declared, with an 
earnestness which has always impressed 
us, that Home Rule without Ulster 
would be worthless. It remains to be.seen 
whether, at this critical moment, Mr. Red- 
mond will be able to induce the bulk of 
them to change their minds. His prestige 
and influence have been shaken by recent 
events, and he will have to deal with the 
intense dislike of the Nationalists of 
Ulster for any policy of exchusion. A Na- 
tionalist convention may treat an exclusion 
settlement as it treated the Irish Councils 
Bill, which also came to it with Mr. 
Redmond’s imprimatur. This chance 
apart, it is not merely possible, but 
actually probable, that within a very few 
weeks an Act amending the present Home 
Rule Act by the exclusion of Ulster will 
be put on the Statute Book by agreement 
of all the Parliamentary parties of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

We have not changed our views about 
the exclusion of Ulster. We are still con- 
vinced that it would be the least desirable 
of all possible settlements of the Irish 
question. We shall accept it only under 
proof that it furnishes the only solution 
of a problem in which even greater 
interests than the highest interests of the 
whole Irish nation are concerned, If we 
are made to believe that the Irish diffi- 
culty is blocking victory in the field, and 
that it can only be cleared away by a 
‘Home Rule settlement which excludes 
Ulster, we shall accept that settlement, 


itself under two distinct forms of national 
government ; the position of the northern 
Bishops would become an anomaly to 
which few Irish Churchmen have given 
thought. The southern Unionists have 
special problems of education. We have 
no fears for Trinity College, which, under 


greatest and truest seat of learning in 


Protestant minority. Nevertheless, that 
minority, with all its industrial and com- 
mercial interests, would find itself under 
the authority of a Parliament which would 
be elected mainly by an agricultural com- 
munity. Safeguards, ample and clearly 
defined, are necessary if southern Union- 
ists are to play a proper and useful part 
in an Ireland which will be divided poli- 
tically and economically by the waters 
of the Boyne. —It is their right and their 
duty to demand those safeguards now as a 
condition of an Irish settlement. It is 
their right and duty to insist that their 
destinies shall not be ordered for them 
without their consent, and even without 
their knowledge. No need of haste, however 
urgent, can justify a settlement that 
ignores the claims of any party in Ire 
land. A scheme that ignored the claims 
of the Unionists of the three southern pro- 
vinces would invite disaster, and we shall 
resist any such scheme by every means 
in our power. 


The Naval Battle. 


The statement issued by the Admiralty 
last night confirms the nation in the 
happier view of last Wednesday's North Sea 
fight which reflection and every fresh item 
of news have suggested to everybody who 
was depressed by the first brief official 
announcement.

Even now all the circumstances of 
the action cannot be told, but we have a 
much better understanding of its general 
character. We have, too, some of the 
materials for a fairer comparison of the 
British and German losses, and, as to the 
latter, good grounds for the belief that far 
from the whole has yet been told. Indeed, 
the German reports, for all their appear- 
ance of frankness, contain statements 
which lay them open at once to suspicion 
of falsehood. They pretend, for example, 
that the battleship which they admit having 
lost was the Pommern, a vessel which we 
believe to have been destroyed in the 
Baltic some time ago. Our own sailors 
are convinced that the German battleship 
sunk on Wednesday was one of the Kaiser 
class, much more modern and valuable 
than the Pommern, The Admiralty's 
later information emboldens it to 
say that the German losses are 
heavier, both relatively and absolutely, 
than ourown. Even the earlier informa- 


tion justified the view that they were 
heavier relatively. Mr. Churchill's wel- 
come comment emphasises that point. ‘The 
Admiralty, in its later estimates, counts 
among the German losses two battleships— 
and despite the German claim  con- 
cerning the Warspite, we have lost no 
vessel of that class—two Dreadnought 
battle cruisers, two of the latest light 
cruisers—the Wiesbaden and the Elbing, 
the latter admitted by the enemy s-” de 
scribed by him as a small cruiser ; two other 
light cruisers (including, on the enemy's 
admission, the Frauenlob), nine destroyers, 
and a submarine. On this showing the 
enemy's losses were much heavier abso- 
lutely than ours, and the ratio of ships 
lost to ships available is now seen to be 
immensely graver for the enemy than f r 
us. These calculations are reassuring. 
We maintain, however, the view which we 
took at the outset. It is readily possible 
to conceive circumstances in which we 
might have lost more heavily than ‘he 
enemy and stil] have claimed the vietory— 
the frustration, fer example, of his ‘‘ enter- 
prise to the north,” might have been sn 
object worth great material sacrifices. 
There is no need, however, to indulge in 
speculation as to the ulterior motives of 
either side. The general character of the 
battle is plain enough.

The Observer, in common with one or 
two other Sunday newspapers, makes of 
the naval battle another opportunity to 
call for the return of Lord }ishe* to the 
Admiralty.

It is ack- 
nowledged in the same article that the 
Navy were thwarted of conclusive triumph 
in circumstances still to be explained. 
That being so, the battle was to our ad- 
vantage, even if it fell short of conclusive 
trtumph. The old adage may be recalled 
about swapping horses. Things are going 
very well with the Navy—surely inter- 
ference is uncalled for. 

It is reported from various sources that 
Admiral Beatty is safe, but Admiral Sir 
Percy Scott has to mourn the loss of a 
young son. Lord French has lost a 
nephew in the person of the Rev. C. W. 
Lyndall, naval chaplain on the Lion. He 
was in the middle turret, and killed by a 
shell which struck below the turret and 
exploded. Mr. Lyndall was to have been 
married in London temorrow, and Lord 
French was to have been one of the guests. 

A few further details regarding Lord 
Kitchener’s meeting with the members of 
the House of Commons are now available. 
Lord Kitchener cleared up many points <n 
which doubts prevailed, and gave the 
assembly some confidential informaticn 
that could not be given in the House of 
Commons. He was also able to give a 
frank and clear statement concerning the 
difficulties met with when war broke out 
with regard to our organisation for war. 
The Secretary for War was obviously 
optimistic, and left a most favourable im- 
pression on the minds of his listeners. 
There is s rumour that Lord Kitchener 
now thinks it a mistake that he did not 
have a conference with members of ihe 
House of Commons before. 

It is curious that while emigration from 
Ireland shows such a heavy decrease, it 
seems to be increasing from the rest of the 
United Kingdom. Figures published py 
the Immigration Department at’ Washing- 
ton show that immigration is quickening 
after months of stagnation. Italy is 
sending the largest number of immigrants, 
with Great Britain next, and the Scan-li- 
navian countries third. Thirty-three 
thousand foreigners reached the United 
States during March, against 24,000 in 
February, and 17,000 in January. Each 
of these months showed a considerable 
increase over the corresponding month last 

ear. 

: The present Parliament must come to 
an end on September 30th, under the 
amendment to the Parliament Act, unless 
there is further legislation to extend its 
term of office. It is now June, and the 
Government have come to no decision on 
the point. The Prime Minister announced 
yesterday that the subject is under con- 
sideration. It is now unlikely that the 
war will be over by the close of the 
autumn, and there is, therefore, no reason- 
aBle alternative to a further extension of 
life for the present House of Commons. 
The difficulty of getting the votes of sailors 
and soldiers during the war is almost in- 
superable, and nobody wants a General 
Election with these men left out. It is 
evident, therefore, that the best way out 
of the difficulty is to preserve the present 
Parliament, despite the fact that it in- 
cludes a few members who are hopelessly 
out of sympathy with the great movements 
now ruling the life of the nation. 

Neutral countries have been growing 
rich during the war, but it is probable 
that a considerable proportion of the 
money expended by the Allies in these 
countries will return to them after peace 
is made. Much money is being placed by 
neutrals to funds for findmcing new con- 
struction in ships, railways, and other 
national improvements, and a large 
amount has n already placed on de- 

it in this country either in Government 
oans or in private banks for use in con- 
venient ways. This money is to be used 
for contracts with British firms when the 
right moment comes, and thus there is 
httle fear in influential quarters of a lack 
of orders when industry is once again 
allowed to follow a civil course.

The 
small craft were soon brushed aside, and, with 
the big gun ships about fifteen miles apart, 
the first exchange of shots took place. Judg- 
ing by the columns of water which rose around 
the British advanced vessels, there could be 
no doubt that the pick of the German battle- 
ships were hurling broadsides, and, while the 
famous new Hindenburg has not been officially 
mentioned, there is reason to believe that she 
was heavily engaged. 

The British ships which took the brunt of 
this: fighting are now famous all over the 
world—namely, the Lion, the flagship of Ad- 
miral Beatty, which the Germans alleged was 
sunk in the battle of the Dogger Bank fifteen 
months ago, but which gave a magnificent 
account of itself in this, a much greater 
battle. Then came the Queen Mary, the 
battle-starred Tiger, the Princess Royal, and 
the Indefatigable, the last being famous for 
the splendid part it took in wiping out the 
(German Pacific Fleet in the battle off the 
Falkland Islands. 

A PERFECT INFERNO. 

From fifteen miles the range of battle came 
down to ten miles, and then to five, and by 
this time a perfect inferno was raging, as the 
opposing battle squadrons rained broadsides 
upon one another. At first the British gun- 
ners were plainly superior, and not long after 
the battle had started in earnest one of the 
big German cruisers was seen to receive a 
direct hit, and a moment later she was en- 
veloped in flames, and sank almost imme- 
diately afterwards. Up to this time the most 
of the fighting had been done by German 
battle cruisers, but the vessels of the enemy’s 
Kaiser class of battleships joined in the fray, 
and their smashing power gave the Germans 
an enormous superiority, both in ship and in 
gun power. It will probably be found, when 
the story of the batlte is fully known, that 
one of the deadliest enemies of the British 
battle cruisers was the German minefield. 


ZEPPELINS AND SUBMARINES. 

The attackers had also to contend with the 
danger from submarines and Zeppelins. 

The minefield prevented full freedom of 
action on the part of the British squadron, 
which had, perforce, to fightin a narrow area, 
while the Zeppelins and submarines, being near 
their base, were able to operate in such 4 
manner as to be a most important factor. 

A DARING MANCEUVRE. 

Having succeeded at length in drawing the 
whole German Fleet out of its safe quarters, 
Admiral Beatty, although greatly outnum- 
bered, and running heavy risks, evidently de- 
termined to hang on grimly, in order to de- 
tain the enemy in full strength. It was a 
daring manceuvre in the circumstances, for 
in gun power the Battle Cruiser Sale 
was no match for the Germans. ut the 
superior quality and the tactics of the British 
Fleet enabled them to withstand the shock of 
the thunderous battle marvellously well. Had 
the positions been reversed, had our Grand 
Fleet been opposed to a German Battle 
Cruiser Squadron, it is the opinion of the 
men of the fleet that the uadron would 
have been blown to pieces. With a dogged 
pertinacity, worthy of the highest traditions 
of the British Navy, our cruisers hung on to 
the enemy, despite all the disadvantages and 
losses, sure in the hope that reinforcements 
were on the way. 

REINFORCEMENTS ARRIVE.
